HIS being yo, has Govern- 

ment acted correctly in 
accordance with this prin- 
ciple? The terms — of 
reference given to the 
Bonrd charged with the 
responsibility of advising 
Government on the extent 
of compensation to be paid 
could « have been more 
preclely defined, The eug- 
xestion that insurance 
against riots should ‘weigh 
in considering claims was 
careless and the Bowrd did 
well to declare its finding 
that this wus not “standard 
business practice in Hong- 
kong” . ond’ therefore to 
ignore’ it. 

Also, it seems the bewildering 
phrase in paragraph three 
“hardship which he cannot 
reasonubly be expected to] 
bear himself” could have 
been more carefully stated. 
The Board has drawn from 
it the conclusion that 
Government desired [t to 
apply a mennsa test to 
various claimants, If 
Government meant this why 
did it not say 80? 

Within the framework of 
these terms of reference 
the Riot Compensation 
Advisury Board appears to 
have adopted — principles 
which in general fnyour 
claimants though where 
individual circumstances 
have been considered the 
terms of reference have 
prevented the Board from 
extending the same leeway 
to all, the degree of “hard- 
ship” being nasessed 
accordiny to the individual's 
or organisation’s means, 


CONSISTENT 

HIS, however, is con- 

sistent with the prinei- 
plo enunclated by Govern- 
ment. And the figures 
suggest that major claimants 
have .becn not unfairly 
compensated though in one 


or two. small details the 
Bourd . appears, to have 
skimped unnecessarily.
